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CONSTITUTION. 


1. Name.—The name of the Organization shall be, “‘The 
Bread and Beef House.” 

2. Object.—The design of this Organization is to develope 
a systematic agency of relief for the poor resident within the 
district bounded by Forty-second and Fifty-ninth Streets, Fifth 
Avenue and the North River, subject to such limitation as may 
hereafter be laid down, and to stimulate and guide effort looking to 
the general amelioration and uplifting of the condition of the poor 
around us, 

3. Membership.—Any person may become a member of this 
Organization by the contribution of not less than five dollars per 
annum. 

4, Officers.—There shall be a President, a Vice President, a 
Secretary and Treasurer of this Organization, to be elected at the 
annual meeting to serve for one year, performing the duties usual to 
such offices as may hereafter be prescribed. 

5. Executive Committee.—The work of this Organization shall 
be managed by an Executive Committee, consisting) of not less 
than twelve nor more than twenty members, to be elected at the 
annual meeting, or at any regular meeting thereafter, by a majority of 
those present, in case of a vacancy by death, resignation, expulsion 
or failure to elect at the annual meeting up to the maximum number. 

6. Meetings.—There shall be an annual meeting of this organiza- 
tion on the first Monday in November, and Special meetings may be 
called by the President on a weeks notice. 

7. Amendments,—The Executive Committee may at any time 
amend the Constitution; provided that at the meeting a majority of 
the whole number of the Executive Committee be present, and that 
the unanimous consent of all present be given; or provided that in 
the failure to obtain such consent, the proposed amendment be laid 
over till the next meeting, be specified in the call for that meeting, 
and receive at that meeting the consent of a majority of the whole 
number of the Executive Committee. 
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Tux “Breap anp Beer House” is an organization, as may 
be understood from its name, to feed the hungry poor. But it really 
does more ; it also clothes the suffering, and still better than either, 
it finds employment for the needy, so far as it is possible to do so. 

The “ Bread and Beef House,’ though mainly supported by the 
contributions from the Congregation of the Anthon Memorial Church, 
in West 48th Street, is in reality unrestricted in its charities, All 
creeds are alike fed and clothed from its bounty, to the extent of its 
ability. his is the only question asked, “Is the recipient worthy ?” 
If “ Yea,” the offering of food and raiment to such, whether Jew or 
Gentile, White or Black, testifies to the recognition, by this organ- 
ization, of all who suffer helplessly, as being of one common family, 
and entitled to some relief from that aggregate abundance which is 
given by one Common Father. 

In consequence of a limited supply, it has been found necessary to 
restrict the efforts of the ‘Bread and Beef House,” territorially, to 
the area bounded by 42d and 59th Streets, the Fifth Avenue and the 
North River. 

This charity has been in operation about five years, and some of 
its results may be found elsewhere. 

It is so systematized that it is almost impossible to be imposed 
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upon by the idle, the dissipated, and the undeserving. A record is 
kept of each beneficiary, who is visited in person, and respecting 
whom full inquiry is made before and while aid is extended. 

The only expense incurred is for the services of a female visitor 
of experience, whose duty is to call upon each applicant and report 
thereon, which report is at once followed by visits from volunteer 
workers, and thus the entire story is known when relief is granted. 

The object of the work is not to encourage any in voluntary idle- 
ness, but to help those who, willing or trying to help themselves, are 
yet, through sickness or real want of work, deserving of temporary 
aid, One great evil of public charity is, that it sometimes demoral- 
izes by an injudicious distribution; on the contrary, not to give lav- 
ishly but to stimulate self-dependence by making possible the road to 
honest industry, is the truest and noblest charity.

Report of the Executive Committer, 


New Yorx, November 5, 1877. 


AN examination of the accompanying reports of the different 
agencies connected with the work of “‘The Bread and Beef House,” 
will commend the Institution to all whose consciences are alive to the 
fact that they have a personal responsibility as to the well-being of 
the community which surrounds them. 

During the past year, after careful investigation, “The Bread 
and Beef House,” has partially supported one hundred and ninety- 
eight (198) families, consisting of nine hundred and six (906) indi- 
viduals, to whom fifteen hundred (1500) rations have been issued. 

Has ministered to three thousand three hundred and fifty seven 
(3,357) sick persons. 

Has distributed one thousand five hundred and ninety-seven 
(1,597) garments, 

Has procured admission to other Institutions, as follows— 

Four women and fifteen children to “Nursery and Child’s 
Hospital.” 

Three children to the “Five Points Mission.” 

Two children to “ Home of the Friendless,” 

One child to “St. Mary’s Free Hospital.” 

One adult to “St. Luke’s Hospital.” 

One adult to “ Roosevelt Hospital.” 

One boy to “ Institution for the Blind.” 

One boy to the country. 
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One woman to “ Homepathic Asylum for Insane,” Middletown, 
Orange county, N.Y. ~ 

Beside having procured employment for a large number of women, 
and homes for several girls. 

Funds to the amount of $311 00 have been contributed for special 
objects. 

Sixteen hundred and seventy-six (1676) visits of investigation 
have been made by our Official, and Lady Visitors. ; 

The entire cost (including salary to Official Visitor,) of carrying 
on the work of the past year has been less than $300.00. 

With the reminder that our Association is strictly non-sectarian, 
we ask aid to enable us to continue the work of the Institution for

For the Year ending October 29, 1877.

GENTLEMEN AND LaDIEs: 


Tr must prove a matter of interest to you, as of gratulation to 
the attending physicians, that during the past year although we have 
had our share of such disorders as Cholera Infantum, Scarlatina, 
Diptheria and other malignant disorders to treat, we have but four 
deaths to record. Of these, the causes were respectively—Hpilepsy, 
Congenital malformation of Cranium, Acute Nephritis following 
Scarlatina and Pneumonia. 

While relief has been afforded to many, the result of treatment 
has been in some instances markedly gratifying. A girl twenty-two 
years of age, by the aid of Electricity has had a hand and foot 
which were from early childhood powerless, developed to such a de- 
gree that she now walks without surgical appliance and uses her 
fingers so readily as to pick up a pin. Another patient, by a sur- 
gical operation has been relieved from suffering which she had en- 
dured for years rendering life a burden. Children in various stages 
of Cholera Infantum have been successfully treated, and many, by 
timely care, saved from that terrible scourge. 

Cases requiring special treatment for the eye or ear, have been 
sent to the Opthalmic Hospital, 23d Street and Third Avenue.
